School board, CEC exchange 
counter salary proposals

Lompoc School board representatives 
and the Certificated Employe Council, 
last night exchanged counter salary 
proposals in a bid to resolve differences 
that have soured negotiations. 
The offers were laid on the table at a 
marathon meeting of the two sides that 
lasted until 1 a.m. An estimated 60 
placard-carrying pickets marched in 
front of the negotiation site in a 
demonstration organized by Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers. Pickets began 
to march at 6 p.m. and ended the 
demonstration at 7 :30 p.m. 
In a press release issued today, 
assistant Supt. Alice Milligan, chief 
negotiator for the board said teachers 
were offered a 2.6 per cent salary 
increase. She said the offer, coupled 
with a previous offer by the board of a 
$200 per teacher hike in fringe benefits 
would increase the teachers’ salary and 
fringe benefit budget by four per cent 
and increase the average salary-fringe 
package for teachers to $15,718 
The press release made no mention of 
the counter offer by the nine-member 
CEC, but Mrs. Milligan confirmed a 
report from another source that the 
CEC offered to scale down its salary 
request to 14 per cent from an original 
20-plus per cent. 
The combined four per cent offer 
would raise the minimum total salary 
and fringe benefits of a teacher with a 
bachelor of arts degree to $9,704 
annually, compared to a 1974-75 average 


of $9,330 for teachers in 18 Santa 
Barbara County school districts. On the 
maximum level for teachers with a 
masters degree, the school board’s 
latest offer would bring $18,740 annually, 
compared to an average of $17,752 for 
the 18 county districts. 
Either way the school board will have 
to hike the tax rate above the current 
$2.35 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
“The district pointed out,” the press 
release continued, “that in order to 
maintain 
the 
current' educational 
program and to provide for salary 
increases, the Board will be faced with 
increasing the tax rate. ” 
In an amplification of that statement 
this morning, Mrs Milligan said district 
officials are projecting a $1.2 million 
deficit in the 1975-76 school year. To 
erase that deficit and thus maintain the 
educational program a tax rate will be 
necessary. Any salary or fringe benefit 
increases — either the four per cent of 
the school board or the 14 per cent of the 
CEC — now being talked about would 
take an additional increase in the tax 
rate, Mrs. Milligan said. 
Employe salary and fringe benefits 
will approximate 89 per cent of the 
district’s 
approximate 
$15 
million 
budget for the coming year, according to 
Mrs. Milligan. 
The direct salary offer of 2.6 per cent 
came on the heels of seven days of angry 
charges by teachers that the board’s 
failure to verbalize an offer at a 
negotiating session on May 1 was a 
betrayal.

Mrs. Milligan countered the charges 
with the statement that the May 1 
meeting was an initial effort and that 
there were other meetings to come 
Yesterday, a school trustee who wished 
to remain anonymous said it was not 
Mrs. Milligan’s fault that there was no 
direct salary offer on May 1. Mrs. 
Milligan serves on behalf of the school 
board and actually in a more official 
way for Supt. Glen Wegner. 
These were some of the conflicting 
feelings that formed the backdrop for 
last night’s negotiating session and for 
the picket line demonstration that 
preceded it. Norman Larson, president 
of LFT, said he was satisfied with the 
size of the demonstration. Today he said 
it remained to be seen how far his 
organization could go in carrying the 
protest 
single-handedly.

alluding, although he didn’t say it, to the 
question of how much aid LFT could get 
from Lompoc Education Association. 
LEA has six members on the CEC

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House 
subcommittee chairman said today he 
has learned from a government energy 
official that violations of fuel pricing 
regulations could eventually total as 
much as $8 billion. 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb said the figure sounds high, but he 
was not sure what the final total will be 
when all the investigations are done. 
The comments came in a hearing by 
th e 
H ouse 
s u b c o m m itte e 
on 
Conservation, 
Energy 
and 
Natural 
Resources. Zarb was the chief witness. 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
C om m ittee 
T hursday 
voted 
to 
tentatively approve an energy tax bill 
that would hike the federal gasoline levy 
3 cents a gallon next year and probably 
another 20 cents in later years. 
At the House subcommittee hearing 
today, Chairman William S. Moorhead, 
D-Pa., asked Zarb about suspected 
violations of energy price laws 
“We were informed that the potential 
violations ... however you want to 
characterize them, might run $5 to $6 
billion,” Moorhead said. 
“I would say that sounded fairly 
high,” Zarb said “The game of trying to 
guess what we are going to find, when 
we are only a small way into these 
investigations, is just a very soft ground 
to be on.” 
Zarb and his chief of enforcement, 
Gorman Smith, 
said the suspected 
overcharges of which they are aware 
probably total something like $860 
million. Higher figures may have come 
from a suspicion of violations that did 
not bear out in later investigation, they 
said.

chairman A1 Ullman, D-Ore., says he 
thinks the bill tentatively approved by 
his panel Thursday night is “ a good, 
sound bill, one we can carry on the floor

But McGovern said today after a four- 
day Cuban visit and 11 hours of talks 
with Castro that the United States must 
lift its trade embargo against the island 
as a first step toward better relations.

are most interested in, ” said McGovern. 
“ He made it clear that all other 
questions can go on the table for 
discussion after the embargo is lifted.’’ 
The 
United 
States 
broke 
off 
diplomatic relations with Cuba on Jan. 
3, 1961, and added a trade embargo in 
October of 1962 on a Senate resolution 
McGovern, who returned Thursday 
night, said Castro told him such items as 
compensation to U.S. companies for 
nationalized properties, release of nine 
American political prisoners in Cuban 
jails and return of $2 million in airline 
hijack ransom money can “be laid on 
the table for discussion after the 
embargo is lifted. ” 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Thursday Castro “ seems to 
have accepted what the White House has 
referred 
to 
as 
the 
mutuality 
of 
obligation 
in 
improving 
relations 
between Cuba and the United States. 
“His (Castro’s) major interest would 
be to resume economic relations with 
the United States,” McGovern said 
today. “ 1 think he is deeply h u rt... it is a 
constant injury to their pride.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Armed Services Committee has cut the 
Pentagon’s weapons bill by $4.8 billion 
—16 per cent —but approved funds for 
the controversial Bl bomber, Chairman 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss , said today 
Altogether the committee approved 
$25 billion of the administration’s $29.9 
billion weapons request. 
Stennis emphasized that although the 
cut appeared large at first, half of it was 
illusory. 
Stennis said that the $4.8 billion cut 
included $1.3 billion in no longer needed 
aid for Vietnam and $1 billion to cover 
the expected impact of inflation on 
shipbuilding. 
Stennis said the shipbuilding cut was 
not a savings but a delaying action. 
“We’ll have to face that next year,” 
he said. 
The 
committee 
scaled 
back 
the 
request for the Bl by $222 million —to 
$726 million. 
The panel ordered the Pentagon not to 
gear up for production yet, but the funds 
approved would allow it to build a fourth 
prototype aircraft. 
Asked if the action indicated the Bl 
might never go into production, Stennis 
said, “ No, I don’t think it indicates the 
Bl will be stopped. I think it gives a 
green light because the fourth prototype 
is in there.” 
The Bl was one of two particularly 
controversial weapons programs in this 
year’s bill. 
The other was a request for $144 
million to research five proposals to 
increase the power and accuracy of 
nuclear warheads, a Pentagon plan 
which many critics fear will make 
nuclear war more likely rather than 
less. 
The committee approved the full 
amount, thereby reversing its own 
research subcommittee which had voted 
to delete the entire request. 
Only slightly less controversial was 
the administration’s request for $6.8 
million to develop a new form of nerve 
gas called Binaries 
The committee 
kilted the entire Binary program, but 
said it favored “a step-up of defensive 
efforts” against chemical weapons. 
The committee proposed to reduce the 
2.1 million men in uniform by 18,300 or 
less than 1 per cent. 


Stennis said the cuts should come in 
support personnel — “which do not 
affect combat capability” —and by 
withdrawals from Thailand.

Business inventories down; 
optimism over recession end

U.S. business cut its unsold stock of 
goods by a record amount in March, the 
Commerce Department said today. The 
sharp reduction adds to the optimism 
that worst of the recession is over 
But there were other signs that higher 
prices were in the offing, particularly 
for food and new cars. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
said 
business inventories — backlogs of 
unsold goods — were reduced by $1 97 
billion or 0.7 per cent in March it was 
the 
sharpest 
reduction 
since 
the 
government began keeping inventory 
records in 1948 
For the first three months of the year, 
business inventories fell $2.9 billion, 
nearly double the previous record of 
$1 52 billion in the second quarter of 
1958, also a recession period 
The 
figures 
demonstrate 
the 
sharpness of the economic slump and 
explain, in part, the sharp rise in 
unemployment. 
Businesses 
reduce 
inventories in a slump by curtailing 
orders of new goods and selling unsold 
products off the shelf. When orders are 
cut, production is cut and workers are 
idled 
But at the same time, the record 
plunge indicates that the worst of the 
recession is behind the nation. It means 
that businesses soon will have to begin 
to replenish their inventories to meet an 


expected upturn in consumer demand. 
This will hasten production. 
Many economists believe this process 
already 
has 
begun, 
although 
they 
caution that high unemployment will 
continue because industries will seek to 
make-do with reduced work forces to 
increase their profits and productivity. 


The substantial sell-off of inventories 
came a day after experts said higher 
prices for food and new cars were 
inevitable. 
The Agriculture Department said food 
prices will rise 6 to 8 per cent by the end 
of the year, and Ford Motor’s top execu­ 
tives said 1976 model cars will be priced 
3 to 6 per cent higher than 1975 models. 


The predictions followed a report 
Thursday by the Labor Department that 
wholesale prices rose in April after four 
consecutive months of decline 
The 
White House said the increase means 
“ inflation is by no means licked ” 


Wholesale prices of farm products 
jumped 6.7 per cent last month, the 
Department said, in reversal of a trend 
began last December toward lower farm 
prices 
In a separate report. Agriculture said 
food prices would be 6 to 8 per cent 
higher by the end of the year - if the 
harvest is good. During 1973 and 1974, 
food prices rose an average of 14.5 per 
cent

Vietnamese women and took 
responsibility for them and 
their families. He hopes friends 
and agencies w ill help him with 
his problem.

Khmer Rouge turn capital 
into virtual ghost town 


By RICHARD BOYLE 
BANGKOK (UPI) - The 
Khmer Rouge arrived in the 
Cambodian capital as conquer­ 
ing heroes, but shortly after­ 
ward turned Phnom Penh into a 
ghost town. 
When Phnom Penh fell April 
17, I was among nearly 1,000 
foreigners who made their way 
to the French Embassy com­ 
pound. We were later evacuat­ 
ed to Thailand in road convoys. 
At 
10 
a.m. 
the 
battle 
slackened enough to encourage 
a few Cambodians to venture 
out into the square in front of 
the embassy to talk to the 
Khmer Rouge. 
There was quiet conversation 
for a few minutes, and then 
someone 
started 
cheering. 
Within moments, the square 
seemed 
to 
be 
filled 
with 
hundreds of people, many of 
them young. 
They 
shouted 
and 
waved 
white Rags that they obviously 
had kept ready for the moment. 
They startled some of the 
Khmer Rouge by swarming 
around them. 
A sniper fired toward the 
crowd from somewhere and 
everyone scattered for cover. 
But the sniper did not stay long, 
and soon the square was filled 
again. 
But the welcome did not last 
long. 
In the afternoon the Khmer 
Rouge 
circulated 
through 
Phnom 
Penh 
w ith 
loudspeakers, telling the people 
to leave for the countryside. 
For several days we watched 
as the city’s population — 
swollen to well over 1 million at 
war’s end —went past in a 
steady procession, clutching 
their meager possessions. 
Some went in cars and some 
were in ox carts, but most 
walked. Patients, ordered out 


of hospitals, were accompanied 
by relatives 
One Khmer Rouge official we 
met later during our truck 
convoy trip to Thailand told us 
the 
new 
government 
had 
moved the people from the 
towns into the countryside so 
they could learn to live like 
peasants. 
Even intellectuals would do 
farm labor for an unspecified 
period of time, he said He said 
they would be allowed to return 
to the city later. 
Both Cambodian and foreign 
refugees streamed into the 
French embassy after the city 
capitulated. Many came over 
the walls, and there were a 


number of discarded govern­ 
ment army uniforms lying in 
the compound 
Hundreds 
of 
Cambodians 
were 
forced 
to 
leave the 
compound They were told that 
if they did not go, the Khmer 
Rouge would come in 
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SANTA ANA, Calif. ( U P I> - 
A California Republican con­ 
gressman was booked into the 
Orange County Jail Thursday 
on 11 criminal charges, includ­ 
ing embezzlement, bribery and 
misappropriation 
of 
public 
funds. 
Rep. Andrew Hinshaw, later 
released on his own recognizan­ 
ce, said the charges were part 
of “ constant efforts by my 
political enemies to defeat or 
destroy me. I w ill emerge 
exonerated and vindicated. ” 
Hinshaw, former county tax 
assessor, was charged along 
with his successor and former 
chief deputy, Jack Vallerga. 
They were accused of using 
public funds to give favorable 
treatment to certain firms in 
return for campaign contribu­ 
tions and merchandise bribes. 


Senate votes 


on youth trials 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
Senate has voted to require that 
16 
and 
17-year-old 
youths 
charged 
with 
murder 
and 
certain other major crimes be 
tried as adults. 
The measure (SB234 > by Sen. 
Nate Holden, D-Culver City, 
was approved on a 29-3 vote 
Thursday 
and 
sent to the 
Assembly. It would eliminate 
the right of juvenile courts to 
decide whether youths should 
be tried as adults. 
Under 
the 
bill, juveniles 
would be tried as adults when 
charged with murder, man­ 
slaughter, armed robbery and 
assault with a deadly weapon. 
Current law provides that 
juveniles charged with a crime 
must be processed through the 
juvenile courts. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Anesthetists in two more big 
California cities have agreed to 
join their counterparts here in 
a strike protesting escalated 
malpractice insurance rates. 
S a c r a m e n t o ’ s 
60 
anesthesiologists 
and 
San 
Jose’s 70 said they would leave 
the surgical theaters of their 
hospitals. There was growing 
strike sentiment in Los Angeles 
and San Diego. 
Late Thursday, officials here 
said about 2,000 more hospital 
employes would be furloughed 
or laid off Monday unless there 
was an immediate settlement 
in the diifMite. So far 3,000 
workers have been let go in the 
crisis, which began May 1. 
Dale Morgan, president of 
the San Francisco Hospital 
Conference, said the city’s 20 
affected hospitals were losing 
$200,000 a day because of the 
work stoppage. He called upon 
the legislature to meet in 
special session at once to come 
up with a solution. 


The dispute started when the 
anesthetists let their insurance 
lapse. 
They 
were 
angered 
because the Argonaut Insur­ 
ance Co., of Menlo Park, Calif., 
discontinued its group rates 
and boosted individual rates by 
some 300 per cent 
The striking anesthetists did 
agree to provide doctors in life- 
and-death cases, but the patient 
population at hospitals dropped 
drastically 
because surgical 
services were curtailed. 
The crisis was intensified 
when Travelers Corp., a major 
carrier of such insurance, said 
it might raise its premiums for 
the specialists from 400 to 600 
per cent on Nov. 1. 
Dr. Seymour Wallace of San 
Jose, 
president 
of 
the 
C a l i f o r n i a 
S o c ie ty 
of 
Anesthesiologists, 
said 
the 
mood of his associates was 
“ utter anger and frustration” 
because 
of 
T r a v e le r s ' 
announcement. He added this 
“ could not have come at a 
worse time.”

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No vacancy sign 
out in Pendleton 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif 
(UPI) — “ Little Saigon,” the 
nation’s largest refugee camp, 
hung out the “ no vacancy” sign 
today, filled to capacity with 
18,403 
hom eless 
Southeast 
Asians. 
“The pipeline shut down at 
9.30 Thursday night,” a Marine 
Corps spokesman said. 
There are still more than 
60,000 —perhaps up to 100,000 — 
evacuees backed up across the 
Pacific 
in 
the 
Philippines, 
Guam and Wake Island. All 
arrivals are now being shunted 
to the two smaller camps at Ft. 
Chaffee, Ark., and Eglin Air 
Force Base, Fla., the Marines 
said. More than 25,000 have 
passed through this camp but 
almost 7,000 were released to 
U.S. homes. 
“If they send us more I guess 
we’ll just have to find room for 
them somehow,” the spokes­ 
man said. “ But as of now there 
are none in sight. The problem 
isn't housing them 
We can 
always put up some more tents, 
we’ve get lots of them The 
problem is the other things and 
facilities they need, like cots, 
blankets, 
food, 
water, elec­ 
tricity, garbage disposal and 
toilets.” 
The total was already almost 
400 more persons than the 
Marines said earlier they had 
room for 
“We found that by shifting 
around some family groups in 
the tents we had space for a 
couple hundred more,” 
the 
spokesman said. 
The refugees are housed in 
hundreds of quonset huts and 


more than 1,000 large squad 
tents. There are eight camps 
spread over thè 200 square mile

on 
the

between Los Angeles and San 
Diego 
The total includes 928 Cam­ 
bodians at Camp Onofre, a 
separate facility, including 257 
who arrived Thursday from 
Thailand. 
Life in the camps continued 
to settle into a small city 
routine, with a Vietnamese 
local government structure set 
up from a “mayor” down to the 
tent leader level, hospitals and 
clinics functioning, Vietnamese 
forming labor groups to relieve 
Marines of jobs like cleaning 
mess halls, 
and

camp newspaper “Thon Bago,” 
which means “ information’’ in 
English. 
But the Red Cross appealed 
for more volunteer nurses.

WASHINGTON (UPI > - The 
Defense Department counseled 
U.S. aerospace and electronic 
industries on bribery methods 
for making sales in the Middle 
East, a government document 
revealed today.

Middle East agents were paid 
to “ influence” their govern­ 
ments 
to 
buy 
goods 
from 
American and European coun­ 
tries. 
“The term ‘influence’ is used 
here 
rather 
loosely,

Defense paper said. “To be 
more specific, it can range 
from normal friendships or 
family ties between local agent 
and procuring officer to the 
payment of substantial sums of 
money to individuals in high 
government 
positions 
with 
somewhat lesser amounts paid 
to lower echelon government 
officials.”

The governor supports the 
concept of both bills, which are 
authored by liberal San Fran­ 
cisco Democrats. 
After little debate, the As­

activity, by 
consenting adults. 
“We have taken a major step 
for individual freedoms in this 
state,” said Assemblyman Wil­ 
lie L. Brown, who has been 
striving for more than six years 
to win legislative approval of 
the measure 
“What

is 
condoning a perversion and 
sickness and saying it is legal, 
declared Assemblyman Mike 
Antonovich, R-Glendale. 
Dubbed a “bill of rights" for 
h o m o s e x u a l s ,

after Lt Gov. Mervyn Dymally 
cast an historic tie-breaking 
vote in the Senate to pass the 
bill on a 21-20 vote.

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Heavy union criticism 
of farm labor bill

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Interior 
Department 
should 
delay at least until December a 
decision on whether to lease 
offshore oil drilling sites along 
the Southern California coast­ 
line, a spokesman for Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. said 
Thursday. 
The governor will ask the 
federal government some time 
this week to delay the decision, 
said Anthony Kline, Brown s 
legal affairs secretary. 
Kline said that to go ahead 
with lease sales this fall would 
be illegal, a violation of the 
I n t e r g o v e r n m e n t a l 
Cooperation 
Act, 
which 
requires that federal projects 
be compatible with state and 
local planning. 
Some aspects of the leasing 
program are incompatible with 
possible state plans, Kline said, 
and the Interior Department’s 
decision should be postponed 
“until the (state) coastal plan 
is submitted and adopted by the 
legislature 
so 
we 
can 
determine whether the lease 
proposals are consistent with 
the coastal plan. " 
Kline indicated that the state 
should have a larger say in 
which tracts will be leased and 
the method or price under 
which the leases will be made 
available to the oil industry. 
Richard Maullin, chairman 
of the state Energy Resources 
Conservation and Development 
Commission, 
accused

“a poor example” by playing

Avery Brundage dead at 87 


) 
BONN (U P I) — Avery Brundage, 87, a towering figure in 
the world of Olympic sports for more than two decades, died 
of heart failure in a Garmisch-Partenkircien 
hospital 
Thursday night. 
His doctors said Brundage, president of the International 
Olympic Committee for 20 years until 1972, entered the 
hospital two weeks ago for a respiratory infection. He died 
at 9 40 p.m. Thursday following a heart failure. 
Brundage, an engineer by profession, spent his life fight­ 
ing to free amateur sports from politics and professionalism 
and earned as many epithets as awards for the effort. He 
left his home in Chicago March 9 to join his 39-year-old wife, 
Princess Mariann von Reuss, in their summer home in the 
Alpine retreat in Southern Germany. 
Brundage resigned as president of the IOC in 1972 and 
retired from the limelight, spending most of his free time in 
his Bavarian vacation home. 
In his 20 years as head of the IOC, Brundage was often the 
focus of controversy. 
“ At one time or another, I ’ve been called a capitalist, a 
Communist, a Socialist, a Fascist and a lot of other things 
that are unprintable,” Brundage once said. “ Kinder people 
have called me the last living amateur and I ’m proud of 
that. The defense of an idea is more important than 


^The determination of the self-made Chicago millionaire to 
defend the purity of amateur athletics involved him in 
controversy as early as 1920, when he had the American 


track and field championships moved from New Orleans 
because the organizers refused to let blacks compete 
When the massacre of Israeli athletes at the Munich 
Olympics in 1972 provided the ultimate insult to the Olympic 
ideal, the octogenarian IOC president, his voice shaking 
with emotion, proclaimed: 
“ We cannot allow a handful of terrorists to destroy this 
nucleus of international cooperation and good will that we 
have in the Olympic movement. The games must go on.” 
And they did. 
Born Sept. 28,1887, in Detroit and abandoned by his father 
at an early age, Brundage showed the same sort of 
determination to lift himself from poverty to great wealth. 
Raised by an aunt and uncle in Chicago, he sold newspapers 
as a boy and later worked his way through the University of 
Illinois. 
* 
* 
Brundage was never too busy for sports. After college, he 
joined the Chicago Athletic Association and began to 
develop even more as an all-round athlete. 
In 1914, at age 26, he won the U.S. championship in the 
American All-Around, a series of 10 events performed in a 
single afternoon. 
Then he took up handball and played with championship 
style until he was 70. 
He was married in 1926 to Elizabeth Dunlap. When his 
first wife died in 1971, he married for a second time at the 
age of 85 in 1973, taking as his bride Miss Reuss, with whom 
he became acquainted during the Munich Olympics.

o p t i m i s m

It will provide for secret

strikes 
by

unions. There would be no 
requirement

organizing and workers would 
be permitted to vote for “no 
union.” 
E l e c t i o n s 
would

supervised by a five-member

The bill has passed a tough 
test in the Senate and now

Dear Sir. 
In the past months I have watched a 
great per cent of the people of northern 
Santa Barbara County throw up their 
hands and throw in the towel without 
trying on a very important issue which 
should be fought to the finish, and 
finished right here. I am speaking of the 
proposed desecration of one of the most 
beautiful 
stretches 
of 
California 
coastline (and one of the last such 
unspoiled areas» still existing by the 
Exxon corporation in the form of an oil 
processing plant 
We have been told that this plant 
"isn’t going to show from the highway,’’ 
that it won’t “spoil the scenic coast.’’ I 
personally believe that any building of 
that sixe, no matter how far off the 
highway, isn’t going to be invisible. But 
even if it is out of our sight, do you 
believe that it will remain that way for 
very long0 Once these people get there 
foot hold on this piece of coast, that 
complex is going to grow. Growth is 
inevitable! And once they have their 
coastal plant, they won’t need to ask the 
people if they can expand that plant. 
Some Santa Barbara County citizens 
have been led to believe that there will 
be more local jobs in connection with 
this plant. Don’t believe it! Exxon is a 
large corporation They have their own 
designers, builders and engineers, as 
well as other operating personnel. Any 
work force from Santa Barbara County 


is going to be minimal tokenism. We’ve 
been led to believe that this on-shore 
complex will provide us with cheaper 
natural 
gas 
The 
public 
utilities 
commission controls rates on natural 
gas, however, and as far as I have been 
able to detect, we don’t pay our gas bills 
according to the distance that gas has 
traveled. 
In 
fact, 
the 
Southern 
California Gas Company makes a big 
point of showing us that natural gas is 
cheap even if they have to send tankers 
to Asia and Indonesia to procure it. 
We have all seen the full page ads in 
this paper telling us the plight of the oil 
companies, and why gasoline prices 
have increased so much. Many of us 
have received slick pamphlets in the 
mail 
explaining 
how 
an 
on-shore 
complex is the "sensible alternative.” 
Now, if the oil companies are in such 
dire financial straits, who is paying for 
all this advertising and promotion? Out 
of the 50 to 60 cents you and I pay for a 
gallon of gasoline, how much is being 
thrown back at us in the form of 
persuasive propaganda? How many of 
our 
governing 
representatives 
and 
community leaders have been bought by 
the oil companies with our own monies? 
Not to imply that our chamber of 
commerce and city representatives, 
whose names appear on the Exxon 
propaganda have actually been bought 
or sold. I would rather believe that they 
too have been taken in by the slick (oily) 
madison avenue threats and lines being 
bantered about by the Exxon public 
relations people. 
There are still a good number of us 
who would like to someday show some 


unspoiled coast and wilderness to our 
children and grandchildren and say, 
"This is what it all looked like at one 
time." There are even some (myself 
included) who look forward to the day 
when the private automobile will be 
totally obsolete, replaced by a much 
cleaner and more practical form of 
transportation, and with the automobile 
should go the need for such large 
quantities of oil. Exxon has threatened 
to refine their oil off-shore, on an old 
floating tanker, if necessary. Please 
remember that this is still America, of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people. As yet, we are not governed by 
the Exxon Corporation. If you don’t 
want any oil processing or refining plant 
on our Santa Barbara County land or in 
our coastal waters, write to Exxon and 
let them know. Write to your city, 
county and state representatives to let 
them know your feelings. If you have an 
Exxon credit card, mail it back to the 
company with a note explaining that you 
don’t approve of their actions in Santa 
Barbara County. And above all, don’t 
buy any Exxon gasoline or products! 
The quickest way to let Exxon, or any 
other corporation know a community is 
unhappy with them is for that company 
to patronixe only their competitors. 
It is also of utmost importance that we 
all go to the polls on May 27 and vote 
down this proposition by voting NO on 
proposition A. Let’s show the world that 
the Exxon advertising buck stops here 
because the people of Lompoc and Santa 
Barbara County are not for sale and are 
not so easily frightened!

of Agriculture to lift milk price controls 
in 
the 
Sacramento 
area 
as 
“an 
experiment." The fact that legislation is 
pending to repeal the state’s authority 
over milk pricing may have spurred the 
move. 
Regulatory control over milk prices 
dates back to 1937. It came into being to 
curb the disastrous milk price wars 
which 
arose 
during 
the 
“great 
depression" and wreaked havoc with 
small producers. The state’s economy, 
then 
far 
more 
dependent 
upon 
agriculture, had been shattered and the 
dairy industry was one of the first 
segments of California agriculture to 
secure 
protective 
governmental 
controls. 
It followed the pattern of measures to 
"assist" agriculture instituted by Henry 
A. Wallace, who served as Secretary of 
Agriculture under President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Wallace dreamed up acreage 
limits and price support plans for corn, 
wheat and other crops which have 
continued 
over 
the 
years 
amidst 
constant controversy. 
Few of the Wallace measures, aimed 
at farming in the midwest and Deep 
South, 
affected 
California. 
Its 
agriculture has centered more on citrus, 
nuts, and other fruit and vegetable 
crops which have never had any federal 
support. Neither has the beef cattle or 
other livestock. 
Nevertheless, the state has followed 
the milk 
regulations with 
various 
"marketing order" programs, including 
raisins, cling peaches and eggs, which 
have had an indirect effect upon 
consumer prices. 
Most crops, however, have been left to 
weather the economy on their own, 
suffering the downs and basking in the 
ups of the free enterprise system. 
Milk price controls, controversial 
since inception, experienced a major 
repeal effort shortly after WW II. A 
giant grocery chain, operating its own 
dairies, 
engaged 
in 
a 
m assive 
advertising campaign representing that, 
without controls, it could sell to the 
householder for less. Unfortunately for 
the campaign it was proved to be a sham 
when it was found that, in areas not then 
under price control, the chainstore’s 
prices were higher than its competitors. 
Counter arguments to the claims that 
milk prices would be lower without 
regulation have been that such would be 
the case only until the giants gobbled up 
the small producers and gained control 
of the market. Since the state is now 
lifting only retail price controls, in the 
Sacramento pilot test, there can be no

harm to the producers whose prices are 
still set by the state. 
But the whole idea of government 
regulation of crops flies in the face of 
free enterprise system. The very fact 
that the major part of California 
agriculture has survived and thrived 
without government regulation makes 
one wonder why it is necessary for any. 
While it is possible that without controls 
the larger more efficient milk producers 
would drive the smaller ones to the wall, 
how is the public harmed anymore than 
in other competitive and uncontrolled 
farming 
or 
other 
business? 
Contrarywise, isn’t it possible that 


government 
protection 
of 
small 
inefficient farmers causes higher prices 
to the consumer? 
California cotton, for example subject 
to acreage limitations designed to 
benefit growers in the Deep South, have 
been hampered by being compelled to 
operate less acreage than the optimum 
for efficiency. 
Despite this, California rice growers 
recently banded together to battle for 
the continuance of federal controls over 
their crops. Perhaps, the farmers’ idea 
of free enterprise is akin to Spiro 
Agnew s view of “law and order." It is 
something for the other guy.
